ticed particularly this morning how 
picturesque the officers of the fifth ta­ 
bor of Regulates, native Moraeeans, 
looked as they came up to our hotel 
and took seats in the sidewalk cafe 
to wait for Lt. Col. I)olgado. 
The officers all have a faint swag- 
ger, and they wear their scarlet-topped 
caps a little cocked on one side, aud 
they look us if they were looking for 
trouble, 
I 
was looking for a pass to the 
front, and couldn’t get it. I asked one 
of the R egulates officers which were 
the better troops, the Regulars or the 
Foreign Legion. He made a depreca­ 
tory motion of the hand and said “No 
different; I>oth good.’’ feater on I had 
a chance to ask a Legion officer the 
same thing, and he laughed at tin 
very idea,—“The Legion, of course," 
he said. Nevertheless these Moroccans 
look good. 
Their discipline is certainty excel­ 
lent, as far as one can observe under 
the circumstances in this town. 
The 
story published in som e foreign new s­ 
papers that the savage Moroccans itad 
become so ferocious upon 
storming 
Badajoz that their officers actually got 
scared and took their arms away from 
them at night, is palpably absurd. 
If the Moroccans are seared of any­ 
thing, it is of their officers. They sa ­ 
lute in the most conscientious fashion. 
I have seen them bring up the hand to 
salute and keep it there for thirty feet 
as they walk past an officer standing 
with iiis back toward them.

Then 
he and his officers all went over to 
the big square by the statue of Piz- 
a ITO.
